them in transportation. Were such things tolerated 
it would be to commit the peace of the country to 
every restless and turbulent adventurer, who, une- 
qual to or disdainful of the sober toils of peace, could 
find food for his ambition only in the license of the 
carnage, the rapine, and ravages of war. It would take 
the affairs of Government, in our foreign intercourse 
at least, from the hands of those to whom they are 
cemmitted by the Constitution and laws and leave 
them under the control or at the pleasure of unknown 
and irresponsible agencies.
